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Didsbury schools achieving above 
average in most subjects

Students at Didsbury schools 
are, in general, above average 
on their provincial achievement 
test scores. 

"The overall results can be 
used as a guideline to see how 
each school is performing in cov¬ 
ering the curricular require¬ 
ments of Alberta Education," 
says Mark Leggette, principal 
of Didsbury High School. 

In Grade 3, the kids wrote 
Language Arts and Math tests 
that all students across the 
province write to examine their 
aptitude on the curriculum. 
The local Grade 3's did ex¬ 
tremely well. In fact, 94.4% 
scored in the acceptable range 
which is a passing mark. Al¬ 
berta Education has set the 
goal that at least 85% reach 
the acceptable standard, and 
Ross Ford kids far surpassed 
that level. The provincial 
number of students that score 
in the acceptable range was 
86%, and in the jurisdiction 
the number was 88.5% on the 
Language Arts exam. 

In Math, compared to the 
province and the jurisdiction, 
the Ross Ford students are the 
only ones achieving the goal 


set by Alberta Education. In to¬ 
tal, 86.5% of them scored ac¬ 
ceptable, while in the province 
that number was 80.4% and in 
Chinook's Edge the number was 
83.7%. 

The Grade 6 classes at 
Westglen school also made a 
good showing in their numbers. 
They wrote achievement tests 
in the four core subjects, Lan¬ 
guage arts, Math, Social Stud¬ 
ies, and Science, and in all cases 
the number of students reach¬ 
ing the acceptable level were 
fairly significantly above the pro¬ 
vincial and jurisdiction numbers. 

In Math, Westglen had 89.9% 
of students in the acceptable 
standard, while in the province 
81.2% reached that level, and in 
the school region 82.8% did. 

In Social Studies, the students 
took a bite out of the numbers 
and 83.5% scored acceptable, 
while in the province 78% 
reached that bar and in the ju¬ 
risdiction 76.4%. 

In Science, once again the 
Westglen students outshone the 
provincial and jurisdiction wide 
results. There were88.5%of stu¬ 
dents who achieved acceptable, 
while in the province that 
number was 80.2%, and in the 


jurisdiction 80.5% were in the 
range. 

Language Arts was also a 
strong subject for the middle 
school students. In total, 84.8% 
reached the acceptable level, 
while in the province that 
number was 83.8% and across 
Chinook's Edge 84% of students 
hit the goal. 

At Didsbury High School, the 
students are also making the 
grade. The Grade 9 classes wrote 
the exams in their last school 
year and in Language Arts 86.1% 
of them achieved acceptable. 
This compares to the province 
at 87.4% and the jurisdiction at 
84.8%. Although not exactly 
level with the province, 
Leggette says, he is still im¬ 
pressed with the results be¬ 
cause it shows they are reach¬ 
ing the goal of having at least 
85% of their students in the 
acceptable range. 

In Social Studies, the school 
is almost exactly on par with 
the division and the province. 
A total of 76.3% of DHS stu¬ 
dents achieved acceptable, the 
province sat only a few points 
higher at 78.4%, and the divi¬ 
sion was at 76.4%

Voters poured through the 
doors and made their choice in 
Didsbury, and all of the other 
surrounding municipalities. 

The most contentious issue 
was whether or not residents 
would vote to have the town ask 
the province to remove video lot¬ 
tery terminals. 

VLT's stay in Didsbury by a 
fairly close vote of 625 who said 
no the town should not ask that 
terminals be removed, to 461 who 
wanted to question to be asked. 

Gus Dommasch, of Our Rose 
Lounge, and operator of a number 
of VLT's waited anxiously to find 
out the future of the money mak¬ 
ing machines. He was admittedly 
pleased with the outcome of the 
vote. 

"Some judgement prevailed," 
said Dommasch late Monday 
night. 'People have shown that 
they appreciate their freedom of 
choice." Reports as of late night 
Monday indicated that most 
towns and cities who held a VLT 
vote found results to be neck in 
neck, but all voted to keep them 
including Calgary and Edmonton. 

But besides the VLT question, 
Didsburians had to decide who of 
the 12 candidates running for 
town council would take a seat in 
the chambers at the next council 
meeting. 

Many of the candidates sat 
outside the polling station late 
into the night to discover their 
fate. 

Incumbents, Gary Dolha and 
Don Watt took the top number of 
votes with 719 for Dolha and 688 
for Watt. They were the only in¬ 
cumbents running this term and 
acclaimed Mayor, Ray Lea, says 
they will provide the continuity 
that the was hoping for on his 
next council. 

Both women who put their 
name on the ballot, came out win¬ 
ners. Cheryl Dahl brought in the 
third highest number of votes with 
621, and Judy Kaupp was fourth 
with 616 votes. 

Gord Quantz, with 596 votes 
and Peter Vershiys with 514 votes 
will round out the team. 

The unsuccessful candidates 
showed well with Bob Davidson 
seeing377votes, HansJanssen with 
361, Gordon Beuckert with 281, 
Art Mercer with 270, David Cous¬ 
ins with 169, and finally Donald 
Scott with 157 votes. 

A total of 1117 voters came to 
the polls which is less than half of 
the estimated eligibk- voters of2500. 

If any of those voters were 
there as polls closed, they would 
have been witness to a commo¬ 
tion caused by candidate hopeful, 
Donald Scott, who felt that the 


scrutinizing process was unfair. 
He had to be escorted from the 
Multi-Purpose Room after alleg¬ 
edly verbally attacking a number 
of witnesses in the room. 

But the scene didn't dampen 
the high spirits of those who came 
out on top in the race. 

Chinook’s Edge School Board 
will have a new representative 
from Didsbury (Ward 7). Former 
MIA, Roy Brassard is now a school 
trustee after winning the race 
with more than 75% of the vote. 
The total came down with 
Brassard taking 759 votes, in¬ 
cumbent Deb Cousins taking 169 
and newcomer to the political 
scene, Texaleen Prokopetz claim¬ 
ing 39 votes. Former Didsbury 
High School principal, Ian Taylor 
beat out Bev Bergeson for the 
Car stairs area (Ward 9) repre¬ 
sentative with a total vote count 
of 414 to 360. 

Other trustees across the divi¬ 
sion were: Ward 1 - Jackie 
Swainson; Ward 2 - Sandi 
Chalmers (acclaimed), Ward 3 - 
Doug Campbell; Ward 4 - Penny 
Archibald; Ward 5 - Stuart Little; 
Ward 6 - Ron Fisher; Ward 8 - 
Joyce M.E. Langston. 

Mountain View County incum¬ 
bent Ian Harvie stays in his chair 
in council chambers after beating 
out Kathy Blain by a vote tally of 
279 to 188. Harvie represents 
some of the area around Dids¬ 
bury, while councillor Dave 
Derksen for the rest of the area 
was acclaimed. 

In Olds, there was an upset. 
Incumbent Alan Taylor was 
pushed out of his mayor’s chair by 
Norma Duncan in a close race 
that ended in a final tally differ¬ 
ence of only 118 votes. Duncan 
claimed 1161 and Taylor took 
1043. Their new council looks 
much the same as it did last term 
with Richard Bodner, Kris Bojda, 
Arvin Bull, Don Fritz and Art 
Rowland returning to their spots. 
Teny Peterman took the last re¬ 
maining chair and is the only new 
councillor. 

Olds also voted to keep VLT's 
in their town. 

In Carstairs, the mayor's posi¬ 
tion was acclaimed to Richard 
Dais. His council will have the 
familiar faces of Anne Strilchuk, 
Bill Dallas, Arlene Wilde and Rick 
Blair. While newcomers Joyce 
Dokter and Dianne Schrader 
round out the council table. 

Bert Brown and Ted Morton, 
Senator-in-waiting candidates, took 
the top spot across the province 
including in the locals towns and 
county. Both are Reform Party 
nominees.

Grade 9 Math and Science 
has been a concern of a number 
of students' parents at DHS. In 
fact, an impromptu meeting was 
held last year to ask adminis¬ 
trators of the school and the 
school board to explain and rem¬ 
edy the situation. Last year's 
marks show an improvement 
with 71.3% of DHS Grade 9's 
achieving acceptable standard 
on the achievement test. 
Leggette acknowledges that 
those numbers aren't close 
enough to the goal of Alberta 
Education, but is quick to point 
out that math is a concern all 
over the province. Last year in 
the province, 71% of students 
were getting into the acceptable 
range, while it is an even bigger 
problem in the jurisdiction with 
only 63.6% of students getting 
into the range. Leggette says 
these concerns are being ad¬ 
dressed through professional de¬ 


velopment in-services for Math 
teachers in the jurisdiction. 

In Science, DHS shows a con¬ 
siderable difference with the 
province, with more than 10% 
of their students achieving 
higher than the province. DHS 
came out with 88.8% of stu¬ 
dents in the acceptable range, 
while the province sits at 78.4% 
and the jurisdiction at 76.4%. 

Leggette also points out that 
the participation rates are quite 
as compared to the province and 
the jurisdiction making it that 
much more difficult to come out 
with a high average. 

Diploma exams, were also 
written over the course of the 
two semesters at DHS. Diploma 
exams are weighted 50% with 
the in class mark of the Grade 
12 students, to come out with a 
final grade. In the overall num¬ 
bers, DHS is looking good.

School board gets 
cash injection

The board will receive their first in the new block 
funding for modernization from Alberta Education in April 
of 1999. Assistant superintendent, Lyall Thomson told the 
board that he had received the official word that their 
funding would be in the amount of just over $1 million. He 
said that the additional funds will help in the repairs and 
modernization to the schools on the present Facilities 
Master Plan, which outlines the timelines for the most 
immediately needful schools over the next seven years. "It 
should speed up the process and we should be able to get 
more done," says Thomson. He says they will be going back 
to the schools to examine further repairs to the schools in 
the area. 


Didsbury teacher honoured 

Didsbury teacher, Laura Aggarwal was recognized at 
the school board meeting last week for her receipt of the 
Edwin Parr Award from Alberta Education. 
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ploma exam marks were in Biol¬ 
ogy 30 - 82.9%; in Chemistry 30 
- 90.9%; in English 30 -100%; in 
English 33 - 100%; in Math 30 - 
86.1%; in Math 33 - 100%; in 
Physics 30 - 100%; in Social 
Studies 30 - 93.9% and in Social 
Studies 33 - 100%. 

Again Leggette points out 
that the participation rates in 
all of these diploma exams the 
numbers of students writing in 
DHS are significantly higher 
than the province, sometimes 
as much as a 30 to 40% differ¬ 
ence. 

"Overall we are quite pleased 
and happy. I think the level of 
participation is quite a high 
point for our school.," says 
Leggette. 

"We are all very encouraged 
by these results and we'll con¬ 
tinue working hard for improve¬ 
ments to build on what we do 
have.” 

But, it is not the overall 
marks that had some parents 
concerned last year, and again 
as the results for the schools 
were released a couple of weeks 
ago. It is the high class mark 
and low diploma results that 
are making them ask questions. 

Some of the most significant 
difference between the class 
mark and the diploma mark 
came in Math 30 and Chemis¬ 
try. In Math 30, the students 
went into the diplomas with an 
average class mark of 70.2%, 
but the average mark on the 
diploma was only 53.9%. This 
concerns parents who say that 
is an indication that the cur¬ 
riculum being taught in class 
doesn't match with what is be¬ 
ing tested by the province. 

Leggette responds, "It is a 
concern and will be addressed... 
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but it is not a big red flag." He 
says that it would be a bigger 
concern if it showed to be a 
trend over time and that is some¬ 
thing that the school and the 
jurisdiction will be examining. 

In Chemistry the difference 
between the class mark and the 
diploma mark was not as sig¬ 
nificant, but did show some fluc¬ 
tuation. The average class mark 
was 68.9%, while the diploma 
test average was about 56%. 

Last year, it was acknowl¬ 
edged that there was a problem, 
and a number of solutions were 
implemented by Chinook's Edge, 
including a part-time math 
teacher that was put into place 
to aid both the teachers and the 
students towards the end of the 
year. That part-time teacher is 
now gone, but other problem 
solving techniques have stayed 
in place including tutoring for 
any students that comes in after 
school or at lunch, and the move¬ 
ment of teaching staff into areas 
more suited to their specialities. 

Leggette says the teachers 
and the schools are addressing 
all of the parents concerns, and 
their own, in their three year 
business plan and in each teach¬ 
er's professional growth plan. 

All the schools have presented 
their marks to their respective 
school councils. They will 
present a five year histoiy to 
their councils in November 
where the results will be further 
analyzed. 

The principals say any futher 
details required should be ob¬ 
tained by contacting the indi¬ 
vidual school.

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Another concern revolved 
around the programming that 
could continue to be offered at 
Westglen because if there are 
less students, there is also less 
money. But, the high school 
was not anxious to take the 
new students aboard as it 
would be a big adjustment in 
their own timetabling and pro¬ 
gramming. 

Parents formed the Dids- 
bury Futures Forum to gather 
feedback and return it to the 
school board. When the board 
was informed that the major¬ 
ity of the parents were dead- 
set against the move, the board 
relented. 

However, last Wednesday, 
local trustee, Deb Cousins 
made the recommended mo¬ 
tion that the administration 
complete a detailed review of 
the current grade configura¬ 
tions at Ross Ford, Westglen 
and Didsbury High School and 
provide the board with recom¬ 
mendations for the 1999/2000 
school year no later than 
March 1999. 

Cousins added another mo¬ 
tion that the board send out 
parent surveys to determine 
their feelings on the issue, and 
that the wording of the sur¬ 
veys be approved by a superin¬ 
tendent. The motion also asked 
that all surveys be collected at 
Central Office and be counted 
there. She also suggested that 
the survey include possible 
solutions to the problem, be¬ 
sides the move. 

"The administration needs 
to get input from the commu¬ 
nity to see what the parents 
would like to see happen," said 
Cousins. 

Board chair, Linda Yargeau 
said it would probably be more 
efficient if the review was com¬ 
pleted first, and then all of the 
parents were given options to

Is it possible that the Grade 
8s at Westglen School could 
soon be packing their books 
and backpacks to make a move 
over to the high school? 

The school board has 
brought the issue of grade con¬ 
figurations at the local schools 
back to the table. 

The issue, says the assist¬ 
ant superintendent, Lyall 
Thomson is one that won't 
die. In fact, it has been at the 
board at least three times since 
Westglen School was built. 

"It has been an ongoing con¬ 
cern of the board," Thomson 
told the board when raising 
the issue again. The problem, 
as they see it, is enrolment 
numbers and Alberta Educa¬ 
tion's definition of a classroom 
and capacity ratings. 

As the mezzanines in the 
library and the industrial arts 
rooms at Westglen aren't con¬ 
sidered actual classrooms, 
Westglen is at 114%, which is 
much more than what Alberta 
Education considers capacity. 
They consider a school full at 
85%. 

Didsbury High School on 
the other hand is far under 
capacity at 60%. 

Projections made by the 
board based on demographics, 
show that Westglen will con¬ 
tinue to grow, while enrol¬ 
ment at the high school will 
still allow for many more stu¬ 
dents. 

When the issue was brought 
to the parents of the commu¬ 
nity in February of 1997, the 
community spoke out with a 
resounding objection to mov¬ 
ing the Grade 8s into the high 
school. Reasons were mostly 
philosophical, saying that 
there was concern about Grade 
8 students mingling with 
Grade 12 students.

choose from. 

Last time, when this issue 
arose, the parents formed the 
Futures Forum.

Resolution to stop 
hail suppression 
challenged

When the operator and manager of the Hail Suppression Project 
at the Olds/Didsbury Airport heard about a motion made at a 
conference a couple of weeks ago, he was admittedly disappointed. 

The motion that was made at the Central Alberta Association 
of Municipal Districts and Counties is a resolution to lobby the 
government to stop projects such as the one locally. 

The County of Paintearth brought the resolution to the floor 
because, they said, there is no strong evidence that hail suppres¬ 
sion works, in fact, they believe that it is actually a detriment to 
farmers. 

"The intent is to put pressure in the province and government 
to come up with a little better research with some teeth in it," said 
the Reeve of Paintearth, Wayne Richardson. He and his fellow 
councillors feel that such projects are actually causing droughts 
downstream because the silver iodide injected into the cloud causes 
the cloud to disperse all of its moisture over one area. Whereas, 
they believe that if the cloud was not seeded, it would be more 
evenly dispersed across the province. 

Terry Krauss, of the local hail suppression project says that he 
and his group would like the chance to address the AAMD&C to 
allay their fears, which he adds are misinformed. 

He believes hail suppression forces the cloud to actually put 
more of its moisture on the ground. 

"In fact, it is well known that storms are extremely inefficient 
and actually only put a small amount of their moisture down," says 
Krauss. He adds that in other projects, such as in dry states like 
Texas and North Dakota, they have projects that the same method 
is used, but it is to get the clouds to release more of their moisture. 

'We have substantial evidence to suggest that our seeding 
makes clouds more efficient," says Krauss. "There is just no cause 
for concern." 

He and his associates are presently trying to arrange a meeting 
with the County of Paintearth and perhaps the central AAMD&C 
zone to discuss the project. He adds that there is also an open door 
policy at the local project all summer, for anyone who is interested. 

At the zone meeting where the resolution was passed, the local 
county councillors spoke against the motion, saying that they 
believe that it works and saves crop insurance claims. 

However when it was put to a vote, the resolution passed by a 
slim margin. 

The next step is that the resolution will be taken to the province 
wide convention of the AAMD&C. If it is passed there, it will be 
taken to the legislature. 

Krauss says he hopes that he can help the AAMD&C under¬ 
stand the logic and the methods of hail suppression before they 
make any decisions. 


a short time after the government finished 
taking more than $200,000 from the local region 
to fund a provincial health care networking 
system initiative. Ramsbottom explains that 
because it was unexpected, it was not included in 
the region's budget and therefore created a 
shortfall. 

He says that the additional $331,149 will 
offset that unexpected cost. 

"It will go to help us through this year and 
help us continue the programming we already 
have," says Ramsbottom. 

Not to seem ungrateful he adds, 'We appreci¬ 
ate any money that we get.” 

The additional funding is part of an increase 
of $61.3 million across the province to 16 of the 
17 regions to address increases in population. 

Jonson said, "Alberta is one of the fastest 
growing economies in Canada and while that is 
good for our economy, it also places additional 
demands on our health system. The funding 
increase acknowledges that demand."

As Grade 8 sponsors, we 
wanted to be there to support 
them as they played high 
school students 2 to 3 years 
older than them. For both the 
girls and boys junior varsity 
teams there are two squads. 
The Grade 8 girls played both 
squads and won 6 games in a 
row. The Grade 8 boys lost to 
the first squad but beat the 
second squad. They were great 
games to watch, very close 
and very competitive. The 
thing I appreciated was the 
attitude of all the kids. They 
tried their hardest, encour¬ 
aged each other and seemed to 
really enjoy themselves. Dan 
decided that it was a good 
thing the Grade 8 boys didn't 
win all their games or their 
heads would be too large to fit 
through the classroom doors 
on Monday. 

At Hillcrest, sports are an 
important part of the whole 
program. The students are en¬ 
couraged to be involved in some 
part of the sports program. 
Volleyball, basketball, football 
(soccer) and tennis teams prac¬ 
tice and compete at different 
times of the year. Last year 
over half of the high school 
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students participated in some 
event during the track and 
field season. For those that 
either aren’t good enough or 
don't want the intense train¬ 
ing and game schedule of var¬ 
sity teams, there are 
intermurals. In high school, 
the intermural teams are di¬ 
vided along class lines which 
helps to build class unity. They 
usually play some kind of al¬ 
ternative sport such as 
Bierling Ball, named after one 
of our former teachers. It is a 
cross between rugby, football 
and soccer. A lot of action, a 
lot of scoring and it doesn't 
require a lot of specialized 
skills. The students love it. 
They keep a running total of 
points from all the intermural 
activities for the whole year. 
Awards are given at the end of 
the year to the winning team. 
So far, the Grade 9 students 
are ahead. 

In the middle school, 
intermural teams are made up 
of all grade levels, since there 
is a wide variety of sizes and 
abilities between Grade 5 and 
Grade 8. They usually play 
the more recognized sports. It 
is encouraging to watch them 
play. The older students help 
and encourage the younger 
ones. The same Grade 8 stu¬ 
dents who beat the junior var¬ 
sity today are patient and en¬ 
couraging to the little Grade 5 
students that can't serve the 
volleyball over the net from 
half court. There is a volley¬ 
ball net strung up between 
two trees near the Grade 5 
classroom and these same kids 
are out practicing during their 
breaks almost every day. 

Many of our students see 
sports as a way to an educa¬ 
tion. This is especially true of 
our African students. For 


many of them, a university 
education ourside of Nigeria 
is beyond their parents' in¬ 
come. Universities in Nigeria 
are closed more than they are 
opened, it seems. Student un¬ 
rest, staff strikes, professors 
walking out because of lack of 
basic supplies and facilities 
(desks, chalk, paper, etc.) 
makes completing a degree 
here very difficult. If our stu¬ 
dents can excell at one or more 
sports, have good grades and 
get high scores on the college 
entrance exams, they have a 
good chance of getting schol¬ 
arships to a University in the 
States. Students that have 
gone before them are a big 
help. In some Christian col¬ 
leges in the States, Hillcrest 
students have a reputation of 
being good students, hard 
workers, good athletes and of 
making a positive contribu¬ 
tion to the school. 

Volleyball games and bas¬ 
ketball games are also social 
occasions. It is a good time to 
sit and visit with both stu¬ 
dents and parents. Many of 
the students and teachers come 
as much to visit as to watch 
the games. Janet spent about 
45 minutes talking with Beka, 
a Grade 8 student, while 
watching the boys play volley¬ 
ball. Beka's brother is on the 
team. Beka is in Janet's disci- 
pleship group but doesn't talk 
much in the group, so this was 
a good chance to get her talk¬ 
ing and sharing. 

Sunday night we have Con¬ 
nections on the court again. 
Maybe this time we will get to 
play some volleyball with the 
kids. They are very tolerant of 
us "old folks" and let us play, 
even if we aren't very good.

Const. Morley Lippai says 
residents need to be more cau¬ 
tious these days because, sad 
but true, there are crimes com¬ 
mitted in small town, rural Al¬ 
berta, even Didsbury.

Health Authority 5 (HA5), 
which includes the Didsbury 
and District Hospital, is set to 
welcome four out-of-province 
visitors to the Region during 
the week of Oct. 25 to 30.

"Fifteen 
teams, each consisting of 8 to 
12 staff members and a physi¬ 
cian, are scheduled to meet 
with the surveyors. During 
the past several months, all 15 
teams did a self evaluation 
and forwarded their findings 
to the CCHSA in preparation 
for the surveyors' visit."

Space Agency. Since 1989, the 
Canadian Space Agency has been 
the driving force for many Cana¬ 
dian 'firsts' in space and the many 
experiments that tackle some of 
the most pressing global prob¬ 
lems here on Earth.

Alberta's health system has undergone 
dramatic changes since 1993. The 
Provincial Health Council of Alberta has 
monitored health system performance for 
the past three years and is concerned. 
While health authorities, professionals, 
citizens and government are making great 
efforts, the Council does not see evidence 
of the fundamental changes necessary to 
develop an affordable system that will 
meet people s needs in the future. Alberta 
should begin making thoughtful changes 
now, in order to avoid another health 
system crisis down the road. 

1998 Highlights 

During 1998, the Council examined health issues by 
commissioning a survey of over 4,000 Albertans, 
conducting independent studies, and consulting with 
health authorities, professional and citizen groups, 
and individual Albertans.

Highlights of the Provincial Health Council's 
1998 Report Card to the Minister of Health 

The Council evaluates Alberta’s progress towards a more effective 
health system. Its members are citizens selected by the 
Minister of Health to represent the views of the average Albertan. 
The Council is advised by a Health Professionals Expert Panel. 


Serious concerns were also expressed about 
whether publicly-funded health services will be 
there for everyone's future needs. 

Ironically, many people seem confident that 
something will happen to make publicly-funded 
health services available when they need them. 
We’re not sure how to explain this attitude. 

The health system needs to find ways to 
remove barriers citizens face between 
services at the delivery level, between 
regions, and between agencies that influence 
health 

A major contribution to securing a health 
system that can meet our future needs is to 
work on integrating services at the front line, 
where citizens receive them. These services 
include those that treat our illnesses, as well as 
those that keep us healthy. 

To be effective, an integrated health system 
requires: 

• a complete range of services including 
prevention, promotion, and treatment, 

• cooperation among teams of various 
service providers, 


Through its work this year, the Council found that: 

1) Today's health system cannot be sustained in the long run at a cost Albertans can 
afford. Without further health system reform, Alberta may be on the path to another 


• support systems that link information, supplies, and services, and 

• the involvement of other decision makers and service providers who influence 
health but whose main responsibilities lie outside the mandate of the Department 
of Health. 


health system crisis. 

• Over the next 20 years, the use of health services will increase as Alberta's population 
grows and ages. By the year 2011, Alberta's population is expected to increase 17%, 
and the number of people over 65 years of age to increase 41%. As we grow older, 
our use of health services generally increases. In addition, new technologies increase 
citizen expectations. 

• Service providers are also aging. We may have a net loss - the difference between 
those retiring and those being trained - unless we take steps now to ensure we have 
an adequate supply. A shortage of providers, compounded by the increasing growth 
and aging of our population, will have a major impact on our ability to provide 
services. 

2) Over the past two years, the sense of urgency about making fundamental changes to 
the health system, has decreased dramatically 

The restoration of much of the funding lost in the mid 1990s has lulled us into thinking that 

we can meet future demands without making the necessary changes to provide: 

• the right service 


• To move Alberta further along the path to integration, we should focus on how 
services are delivered in three key areas: primary health services, injury prevention, 
and mental health. 

An effective health system is an investment in people that contributes to Alberta's growth 
and development, and our province's competitive advantage. The Alberta Government 
has indicated that health is a priority and that it is willing to respond to citizen concerns 
about the health system. 

Government holds the keys - health system funding and legislation - to create the 
circumstances for health authorities, the professions, citizen groups, and individual 
Albertans to participate in setting the agenda for fundamental change in the health 
system. Longer term solutions need to be developed to avoid merely responding to 
pressure points, as has been the case to date. 

The recommendations in the Council's 1996,1997 and 1998 report cards identify specific 
areas for improvement We urge Government to take the lead to ensure our health 
system is there for us in the future.

Brand Inspection service transfer 


Brand Inspection services 
will be transferred from Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development to the 
cattle industry on Nov. 1, 
the Minister of Agriculture, 
Ed Stelmach, and Dale 
Wilson, the Chairman of 
Livestock Identification 
Services (LIS) Ltd., an¬ 
nounced on Oct.. 13. 

The Act, Cabinet regula¬ 
tions and the delegation 
agreement providing fund¬ 
ing for the transfer of Brand 
Inspection Services to LIS 
are in place and the transfer 
will take place at 12:01 a.m. 
on Nov. 1, 1998. 

"I am pleased that the ne¬ 
gotiations between Alberta 
agriculture and LIS reached 
a successful conclusion on a 
delegation agreement," said 
Stelmach. "This government 
continues to get out of the 
business of being in busi¬ 
ness. Brand Inspection is a 
commercial service to the 
cattle industry, paid for by 
the cattle industry." 

LIS is a not-for-profit cor¬ 
poration formed by the Al¬ 
berta livestock associations 
to operate the Brand Serv¬ 


ice. The founding members are 
" Alberta Auction Markets As¬ 
sociation, The Alberta Cattle 
Commission, Alberta Cattle 
Feeders' Association, The 
Feeder Associations of Alberta 
and The Western Stock Grow¬ 
ers Association. 

LIS will perform virtually 
all of the same functions cur¬ 
rently done by the Brand In¬ 
spection Service. The impor¬ 
tant exception is that the Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture will re¬ 
main responsible to the Legis¬ 
lature for the related provin¬ 
cial acts and regulations that 
provide the foundation for the 
Service. This responsibility 
cannot be delegated. 

Brand staff with Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment have received their 
formal notices and, for those 
who are eligible, details re¬ 
garding severance options. 

"AAFRD officials have done 
everything possible to ensure 
the staff have been treated 
fairly and that the govern¬ 
ment has met its obligations 
under the Master Agreement 
with the Alberta Union of 
Public Employees," said Cliff 
Wulff, Special Projects Officer 


with Alberta Agriculture. 
"All affected employees have 
been provided with detailed 
information on their rights 
and entitlements under the 
Master Agreement and with 
a number of contacts for as¬ 
sistance during this time of 
transition. All affected staff 
have had and will have the 
opportunity to look for jobs 
with other employers, in¬ 
cluding LIS." 

"All those involved in 
these negotiations have done 
a good job in seeing them 
through," said the Minister. 
"All the criteria that have 
been set out have been met. 
Staff have been treated fairly, 
and the concerns of the cat¬ 
tle industry have been ad¬ 
dressed." 

"At the outset, producers 
should not notice any real 
difference in the service they 
receive, nor in the fees that 
are charged," said Dale 
Wilson. "LIS intends to con¬ 
sult with industry to con¬ 
sider any improvements to 
make the Service more re¬ 
sponsive to industry needs, 
and prior to new fees being 
implemented."

Project. 


In order to describe the pro¬ 
gram and how it works, the 
Programme produced the video 
"Discovering Main Street Al¬ 
berta" with the participation of 
many of the sixteen projects 
communities. This video dem¬ 
onstrates real examples and real 
people from these projects. The 
video will help explain what a 
Main Street Project is all 
about, who and what is in¬ 
volved, what to expect and 
how long it takes. Revitaliza¬ 
tion takes more than just a 
few years, it is a long term 
commitment. The video will 
illustrate the challenge today 
of committing resources and 
heartfelt enthusiasm to re¬ 
claim the proud history and 
vibrancy of our Main Street.

The President of Olds College, 
Dr. Rob Turner, is off to Hungary 
this week. He will explore a pos¬ 
sible partnership with a univer¬ 
sity there to develop and pro¬ 
mote Alberta Red Angus cattle 
genetics, as well as provide train¬ 
ing in beef production and forage 
management. 

A Calgary company, Rio Alto 
Ranch International Inc., has a 
125-head herd of Alberta Red 
Angus cattle, part of a 500-head 
cattle herd in Hungary. It would 
like to develop and sell quality 
genetics from that herd in Hun¬ 
gary and other European coun¬ 
tries and has asked Olds College 
to explore the possibility of de¬ 
veloping a training program to 
support their efforts.

Albertans 

A recently published Alberta 
study revealed that 27% of Al¬ 
bertans are currently not par¬ 
ticipating in physical activity or 
exercise, and therefore are 
putting their health at risk. "Sed¬ 
entary living is a risk factor for 
several chronic diseases such as 
coronary heart disease, diabetes, 
and osteoporosis." says John 
Spence, PhD, Research Coordi¬ 
nator of the Alberta Centre for 
Well-Being (ACFWB). The 
ACFWB is a non-profit organi¬ 
zation that supports practition¬ 
ers to improve the health and 
quality of life of Albertans 
through physical activity. It con¬ 
ducts a survey every two years to 
monitor the level of physical ac¬ 
tivity in Alberta. 

There is irrefutable evidence 
that lack of physical activity or 
what experts call a "sedentary 
lifestyle" has significant health 
risks. 

• Heart disease & stroke con¬ 
tinues to be the #1 killer in 
North America. The America 
Heart Association and the Heart 
and Stroke Foundation of 
Canada have officially recog¬ 
nized sedentary living as one of 
the four primary controllable risk 
factors for heart disease and 
stroke. 

• In the past 15 years, the 
prevalence of obesity has grown 
by more than 50% in Canadian 
children age 6 to 11 years, and by 
40% in those aged 12 to 17. Sed¬ 
entary living is a major cause of 
obesity (Canadian Medical As¬ 
sociation, 1993). 

• If 14 to 17 million adult 
Canadians were moderately 
physically active, they could pre¬ 
vent early death (Canadian Fit¬ 
ness and Lifestyle Research In¬ 
stitute, 1995). 

• Physical activity can reduce 
the risk of developing colon can¬ 
cer by 50% (Journal of National 
Cancer Institute, 1991). 

Although 40% of sedentary 
Albertans are considering be¬ 
coming more physically active, 
60% still have no intention to 
start participating in regular 
physical activity of exercise, de¬ 
spite scientific evidence of the 
health risks. 

What is Alberta doing about 
it? The good news is that over 
half of Albertans are physically 
active on a regular basis. That is, 
55% are exercising three or more 
times per week, for at least 20 
minutes at a time at moderate 
intensity. This is up 3% from a 
similar study conducted in 1995. 

The Alberta Active Living 
Task Force, under the guidance 
of Alberta Community Develop¬ 
ment, is working hard at increas¬ 
ing the physical activity levels of 
all Albertans through the Alberta 
Active Living Strategy. "Regular 
physical activity not only con¬ 
tributes significantly to physical 
health, but also to one's overall 
well-being and quality of life," 
says Cynthia Smith, ACFWB Di¬ 
rector. In addition, Canadas 
Physical Activity Guide to 
Healthy Active Living, soon to 
be released this fall by Health 
Canada, provides practical tips 
and information on how to start 
and keep up a healthy, active 
lifestyle.
